The Acting Director of Security commented on steps 

taken in the Physical Security Division that should 

provide enhanced security for the Agency. Among these 

are a significant decrease in the number of VNE badges 

in use, tighter controls on after-hours visitors and 

fewer "L's" on badges. In addition, MM recently 25X1A
